Covragement of Navigation. and Shtp-bultding 
were tamed on Saturday (tath September.) 
They include 4§ articles referring to the En- 
couragement of Navigation, while Stlpbulldlog, 
recelves noless than 379 articles subdivided Into 
two chapters, Shipowners desircas of obtaloing 
the bounty are to mbmit applications to the 
Central Government through the respective 
Local Offices. When tho Minlster of Com. 
musications percetves, after perusing the docu- 
ments submitted to him, that the ‘applications 
deserve acknowledgment, ha will  deter- 
mine whether to grant the bounty or not, 


but only after an expert bas inspected the a 


ateamer or steamers specified In the document, , 
A written permission will be issued to the 
applicant when the ships are found duly quall- 
fied. Ia asking for bounty the shipowner 
shoold, on the completion of each voyage, send 
{n the logbooks and other necessary documents. 
The Department of Communications will lssue 
the bounty after perusing those documents. 
Besides the rutes relating to sh{p-building, there 
are 18 special articles pertaining to the encour. 
agement of abip-bailding. When a ship has 
been pull, bounty will be granted ‘after the ship 
has been Inspected and undergone a trial trip. 
Moreaver, no bounty is to be granted unless the 
ship-yard at which she {a to be bullt conforms 
to the following particulars ;— 

1.—Sllps and plant necessary for tha construc~ 
Mon of such » ship mast be provided, : 

2,—More than ong ship-architect and one 
engineer must be appointed to the respective 
spectal departments; these experts are to be 
graduates of the Collegeof Engineering of the 
Imperial University, -or Institutions of similar 
standing, who have been engaged for over three 
years in ship building or in the construction of 
machines ; or they must be successful candidates 
{a anexamination specified by the Minlater of 
Communications, after having been. engaged in 
practical work for over seven years.
